An average reduction of 19 
per cent in fire insurance rates 
in Sierra Madre’s business area 
is now effective. Official notifica¬ 
tion was received by Fire Chief 
W. D. Richards this week from 
the Board of Fire Underwriters, 
together with the fire protection 
report by engineers o' the board 
on which the reduction is based 
and which puts a high rating on 
the efficiency of the local volun¬ 
teer fire department.

But the rosy expectations 
jid^nt materailize. Something 
, - happened. Somebody threw a 
, monkey-wrench in the gears. We 
I suspect it was Mr. Roosevelt, 
himself, for didn’t he declare In 
a spech at Baltimore, "Whatever 
happened, we planned it that 
way?” Anyway, there was a de¬ 
pression—in the New Deal par¬ 
lance, a recession, and on Janu¬ 
ary 5, 1938, Mr. Roosevelt was 
obliged to say: 

"During the first ten months of 
the calender year of 1937, busi¬ 
ness conditions improved mater¬ 
ially . . . That was the basis of 
our expectation of a balanced 
budget for the fiscal year 1939. 
The recent recession in business 
has changed that outlook.” 

There is no doubt about the 
changed outlook. Mr. Roosevelt 
has, in fact, adopted an entirely 
new financial policy. He may 
| change it for another next week, 
but for the present it controls 
his actions. Some bright boy in 
his advisory council advanced the 
theory that expenditures are not 
expenditures at all, but should be j 
considered as investments. So, 
presto, the budget is balanced 
when you set these expenditures ; 
over against the mounting debt, j 
Very simple. Anybody can work 
it. Try it yourself. Blow in $50 
on a liquor party, and then just j 
"figger” you have invested $50 
in headaches. The money isn’t 
gone. Some one has it. And that 
isn’t half as looney as the latest 
New Deal alibi. 

And no matter how you count 
it, the budget for 1940 will be 
approximately $4,000,000,000 And 
in defense of it Mr. Roosevelt 
could only say, on January 5, 
1939: 

“Sound programs toward a 
budget that is formally balanced 
is not to be made by heavily 
slashing expenditures or dras¬ 
tically increasing taxes. On the 
contrary, it is to be sought by 
employing every effective device 
we may have at our command 
for promising a steady recovery.” 

It will be readily seen by this 
review, and the latest discussion 
of budget matters by the Presi¬ 
dent, that he does not know how 
to balance the budget, and that 
he has given up all hope of 
reaching a balance unless busi¬ 
ness condiions improve. And if he 
has demonstrated any one thing 
conclusively during six years of 
costly experimentation, it is that 
with all his extraordinary pow¬ 
ers and all his unlimited and pro¬ 
fligate spending, he just doesn't 
know how to make business con¬ 
ditions improve. And his latest 
appalling and ruinous monetary 
demands in his budget message 
to Congress should be sufficient 
to shock even a people long 
grown numb and hopeless over 
the New Deal style of Federal 
financing.
